It is 
a matter of indifference whether these 
elements have been built up from the 
hydrogen in the tube or whether they 
have been built up directly from elec- 
trical energy. The point is that if the 
hypothesis suggested is true, the com- 
plete life history of different atoms 
has been determined experimentally. 
In the hottest and most recently 
formed stars hydrogen, helium, and pos- 
sibly one or two other elements not 
known on the earth, make their appear- 
ance, all of them being of light atomic 


weight. As the stars cool down the 
atoms become heavier, or, in other 
words, you get synthesis of atoms. 


There is some process at work building 
up the atom that till

been realized experimentally, but in! 
the experiments witnessed last night 
Wwe were apparently assisting at the 


birth of the atom. The other end of its 
history, the death of the atom, has al- 
ready been told in the overloading dis- 
ruption of the radium atom, and, in 
consequence, the initial and final epi- 
sodes in the life history of the atom 
have, it is thought by many, been ex- 
perimentally described.

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~ BORGLUM INSURGENT 
AMONG THE ARTISTS 


Quits Painters and Sculptors’ As- 
sociation, Condemning Seleo- 
f tions for Coming Exhibition. 


PUBLIC IS FOOLED, HE SAYS 


Objections Are That President Davies 
and John Mowbry Clarke Were 
the Sole Judges of Merit. 


——— 


Gutzon Borglum has resigned his office 
of Vice President of the Association of 
‘American Painters and Sculptors, his post 
as Chairman of the department of sculp- 

“ture and his office as a member of a Com- 
mittee on Sculpture to select pieces of 
representative American sculptors for the 
exhibition which is to be held in the Sixty- 
ninth Regiment Armory, Feb. 15 to March 
15. Finally he has withdrawn entirely 
from the organization which he was In- 
strumental in organizing. 

Mr. Borglum is an insurgent among 
the insurgent artists who formed the As- 
sociation of American Painters and 
Sculptors in protest against methods of 
the National Academy of Design. In let- 
ters addressed to the association and to 
Walt Kuhn, its secretary, Mr. Borglum | 
charges that the constitution has been 
willfully violated, that the selection of ex- | 
hibits for the forthcoming exhibition has | 
been performed improperly, and that con- 
sequently the exhibition will not be repre- 
sentative of America’s ability in sculpture. 

Mr. Borglum’s criticism falls, as heavily 
as on any one else, on Arthur B, Davies, 
President of the association, and on John 
Mowbry Clarke, fellow members with Mr. 
Borglum on the Sculpture Committee. A 
letter from Mr. Clarke and Mr. Kuhn to 
Mr. Borglum was made public yesterday 
in which the sculptor’s charges are de- 
nied specifically, and his objections 
termed those of ‘‘one who seems to pre- 
fer to rush to the papers with his fancied 
grievances instead of conferring in an 
orderly manner with his colleagues.” 

The source of Mr. Borglum’s dissatisfac- 
tion with the association with which he} 
had been so closely allied appears to have 
been the work of the committee of which } 
he was a member. In the work of this 
committee those facts were brought to} 
his attention orn which he bases the 
charges he has made. 

At the very outset the methods of the 
committee in which he was a minority 
member so long as Mr. Davies and Myr. 
Clarke were in harmony evoked the 
sculptor’s displeasure. Selections for the 
exhibition were made after the committee 
had paid visits to the studios of different |} 
artists. Mr. Borglum insisted that the 
artists themselves should be permitted to 
Pick out their best work for exhibition, 
and because of the failure of the com- 
mittee to allow this the sculptor in his 
letter to the association declared that 
**excepting three or four able men who 
have ‘consented’ to exhibit, as they 
state, through my assurance that they 
would be fairly dealt with, there will not 
be an exhibition honestly representative 
of America’s abilty in sculpture. 

As a result of the committee’s methods 
Mr. Borglum declared that Janet Scudder 
and Anna Coleman Ladd had refused to| 
be included among the exhibitors because 
the did not desire to be represented by 
such selections as ‘had been made from 
their work by the committee. : : 

But Mr. Borglum did not confine his 
charges to faulta of judgment. He open- 
ly charges that favoritism was shown by 
his colleagues, closing his letter with the 
declaration: se pe 

“Nor can I exhibit while good men and} 
good work are ignored. They are ¢ xclud- | 
ed while miserable work and favorites 
are surreptitiously invited, without know- 
ledge of the committee.”’ 

His reference to the ‘‘knowledge of the 
committee,’ Mr. Borglum had made clear 
in an earlier part of his letter in which 
he accused Mr. Davies and Mr. Clarke of 
inviting certain exhibits without reference 
or report for approval to the whole com- 
mittee. 

Finally the sculptor says: | 

“I cannot consider these things lightly. 
This may be a color orgie, ‘ getting the 
best of the Academy,’ ‘ putting one over’ 
—whom?- It ought to be a great, large 
spirited movement, bulwarked by sincerity | 
and unselfishness, or else it is a fake and 
@ masquerade. We have led the public} 
to expect something and we are fooling 
them, deceiving them. We have got their 
interest on false pretenses.”’ 

Secretary Kuhn said yesterday that the 
matter of the sculptor’s resignation would |

$10,000 FOR CITY CONCERTS. 


Sixty Recitals to be Given by a First- 
Class Orchestra.

JOHNSON SEES SULZER. 


Fire Commissioner Asks Governor to 
Compe! Reforms in Fire Insurance. 


ALBANY, Feb. 6.—Fire insurance com- 
panies doing business in this State should 
be compelled to conform to. the best 
rrecedents followed im foreign countries, 
where arson for insurance has been 
practically eliminated. Gov. Sulzer was 
so advised to-day by Joseph Johnson, Fire 
Commissioner of New York City. 

Mr. Johnson filed a letter with the Gov- 
ernor in which he severely criticised the 
business methods of the fire insurance 
companies. Whtle he says he appreciates 
the work done by William B. Ellison of 
New York, who recommended to the Gov- 
ernor proposed changes in the resent 
standard form of fire insurance policy, Mr. 
Jchnson asserts ‘‘that any improvement 
made in the fire insurance contract, under 
existing conditions, is only placing another 
weapon in the hands of dishonest persons, 
who now resort to incendiarism.

PARCEL POST THEFTS. 


Insurance Manager Complains 


Their Frequency. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

One of the evening papers printed an» Albany 
dispatch recently to the effect that Mrs. VWill- 
iam Sulzer, wife of our present Governor, has 
failed to receive a number of gifts sent to her 
by admirers through the parcel post. Accord- 
ing to the news item, Mrs. Sulzer intends to 
bring the matter to the attention of the Post 
Office Department. 

If the account is true, I think that Mrs. Sul- 
zer will be doing a public service, as the theft 
of the mails is nothing short of a scandal. I 
think that there are few of us who have not 
failed to receive some package of more or less 
value which has been sent to us through the 
mails, and when complaint has been 
have received absolutely no satisfaction. 

I am the manager of the parcel post de- 
partment for a number of insurance compa- 
nies. Although this service has only been in 
operation for a short time, 
been extremely numerous, and unless some- 
thing is done the public, which finds it 
possible or inconvenient to insure, 
severely. Shipments by parcel 
siderably more subject to loss through theft 
by Post Office employes, as they cannot be 
properly sealed, and must also be inspected by 
the Post Office authorities in order to deter- 
mine their character as being 
chandise for the parcel post. 

Apparently the Post Office is not doing what 
it should to correct this evil, and THE Times 
would be doing a public service by voicing the 
public’s indignation at the present state of af- 
fairs, F. H. A.

The tone of THE TIMEs’S article entitled 
“Fault Finding Made a Hard Task” is of 
such moderation as to encourage to be 
more explicit than in my previous letter. I 
am sure most of us wish the new terminal 
well, and that we can let it go at that. 
What is of greater interest is your remark 
that suburba1 and Iccal lines should be co- 
ordinated. This may be done in the course of 
time, but many earnest students of transit 
questions think it should have been done 
years ago. 

lf the strength of elevated structures had 
even approximated that of railway viaducts, 
the problem of congestion might not have been 
so acuto to-day. For example, the Central’s 
Putnam trains could have been sent down 
Ninth Avenue. The elimination of such shar 
curves as might have interfered with such an 


arrangement would not have been difficult. <A 
similar plan could have been followed in the 
case of the New Haven’s branch terminating 
at 129th Street, trains being sent down Third 
Avenue. It is easy to perceive that by such 
methods passengers would be scattered, many 
reaching the exact points of their choice. In 
the afternoon and evening the process would 
be reversed, a few ac a time boarding trains 
as they proceeded uptown. The rush .and 
crush game would be put out of business, and 
all sorts of disorder obviated. Passengers, 
even on long railway journeys, dislike to be 
dumped out and forced to change cars. Is it 
not worse to put up with that sort of thing 
on a trip of a few miles at most?

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THE AFRICAN HUNT. 


Ethics of’ Mr. Roosevelt’s 
Expedition Not Assailable. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Occasional correspondents of THE TIMES 
either openly criticise the work of Col. 
Roosevelt in Africa or courteously de- 
plore the influence of it upon the minds 
of young people. While that undertak- 
ing is in need of no defense from me, I 
think that in deference to the doubts that 
exist in the minds of many good people 
who are not.to be numbered with the 
Colonel’s critics, and yet as friends ef 
wild life deplore the killing of wild ani- 
mals, something should now be said. 

When the Roosevelt expedition set forth 
for British East Africa I had for twenty 
years profoundly deplored the fact that 
in our United States National Museum, 
the official museum of this great, pro- 
gressive, and wealthy Nation, very many 
of the mammals of Africa were unrepre- 
sented. No one knows better than the 
writer that the reason for that zoological 
poverty lies in the utterly wrong principle 
on which Congress founded that museum 
—as a Storehouse and display house for 
objects collected by Government expedi- 
tions and other objects acquired by gift. 
Appropriations by Congress for the pur- 
chase of specimens have been made spas- 
modically, at rather long intervals, and 
usually in specific furtherance of National 
expositions in which the museum was or- 
dered to be represented. 

That principle should long ago have 
been abandoned. 

In justice to the American people and 
to their official museum Congress should 
all these years have been making an an- 
nual appropriation of $100,000 or more 
solely for the purpose of gathering speci- 
mens. The appropriations that have been 
made for purchases have not been one- 
tenth what they should have been; and 
to this fact is due the absence of count- 
less thousands of specimens that are 
thoroughly necessary to the museum. 

As a patriotic citizen, sincerely desirous 
that the museum of the American people 
should have its chance to acquire rich 
collections of African animals before 
those animals are all destroyed, I re- 
joiced at the organization of the Roose- 
velt expedition. It seemed rather fine 
that at last the National Museum was to 
have the same opportunities that had 
been enjoyed by the American Museum of 
New York, the Field Museum of Chicago, 
the Museum of Comparative Zoology, and 
others. I thought then, ‘and I think to- 
day, that the men who financed that un- 
dertaking were bro2d-minded, patriotic 
men, who knew a National need when 
they saw it. I also rejoiced that at last 
a ~vigorous, red-blooded, hard-working, 
and thoroughly conscientious American 
sportsman was willing to go to Africa 
and work like a slave for the pleasure of 
filling some of the empty cases of the 
National Museum with fine wild speci- 
mens. The novelty of a big expedition 
made in the interests of zoology and de- 
voted wholly to science instead of to 
selfish sport would have impressed the 
natives of Africa could they have known 
its basis. 

Ethically, the world has decreed that 
whenever it does not spell extermination 
it is right to kill enough of the mammals, 
birds, reptiles, and fishes of the world to 
stock the world’s museums with a satis- 
factory supply. Were it otherwise, spe- 
cies would be exterminated without per- 
manent evidences of their existence being 
left behind. Death is the ultimate por- 
tion of every living creature, and the col- 
lectors for museums are no more cruel or 
wasteful of life than are the forces of 
nature herself. Ten of the full-grown 
lions of British East Africa will kill for 
their own purposes in one year much 
more game, (excepting elephants, hippos, 
and rhinos,) than compose the entire se- 
ries of animals collected by the Roose- 
velt expedition. One lion kills at least 
two head of game per week, or 104 each 
year, and the total number of game ani- 
mals killed by Col. Roosevelt and Kermit 
was exactly 305. The Colonel states that 
all those animals were, in one way or an- 
other, saved and converted into museum 
specimens. : 

I wish that the American people could 
see, as I have seen, the entire lot of spec- 
imens and “trophies” that Col. Roose- 
velt personally retained for himself. He 
had the right to retain a great many ob- 
jects, but those which he did retain 
were so few in number and so trifling in 
value that they made, when placed on 
exhibition, a showing that was pitifully 
meagre. Literally, everything fine went 
to the National Museum except the two 
white rhinoceros heads that were be- 
stowed upon two public institutions in 
New York. I regard it as particularly 
fine that the Colonel did not keep even 
one white rhino head for his own collec- 
tion. 

Those who think all killing of wild 
animals is wrong will, of course, include 
the Roosevelt expedition in their con- 
demnation. To condemn the Colonel’a 
work in Africa is to condemn the museum 
idea so far as it relates to zoological 
forms. We cannot fill our museums with 
picked-up or second-hand dead animals. 
If we are to have museums, some killing 
is necessary. If it is ethically wrong to 
kill wild animals for museums, then it is 
aiso wrong to kill domestic animals, poul- 
try, and fish for the table. 

When the splendid groups of African 
big game, now being mounted by Turner, 
Clark, Akeley, and.others, are all com- 
pleted and opened up to view in the grand 
new National Museum building at Wash- 
ington, it is my opinion that the cor- 
rectness of the ethics of the Roosevelt 
collecting expedition to Africa will be as 
firmly fixed as the foundations of the 
Rocky Mountains.

Works of 18th Century Painters 
of English School to be Shown 
at Scott and Fowles. 








A SPLENDID GAINSBOROUGH 





His Picture of Miss Linley from 
Wertheimer Collection — Romney’s 
Beautiful Portrait of Mrs. Johnson. 





An exhibition of eighteenth century 
paintings will open next Monday at the 
Scott and Fowles Gallery, which will be 
one of the most important of the season. 
The pictures, eighteenth century portraits, 
by painters of the English school, are 
drawn from private collections in both the 
East and West, and include some of the 
finest masterpieces of the school. 

The most important is no doubt the por- 
trait of Miss ‘“uinley by Gainsborough, 
which came from the Wertheimer collec- 
tion and is one of the loveliest portraits 
known. Its history has more than a spice 
of romance. One day an old lady brought 
the canvas into the Christie auction rooms 
in London and asked if it could be sold 
there. The nwicture was horribly ding 
and dirty and the old lady was a plain 
person. She was told that Christie’s sea- 
son was full and she would better take it 
over to Robinson & Fisher's if she desired 
it sold quickly. She was wrapping it up 
when one of the partners passed through 
the room, took a hasty look at the picture 
and asked her about it. She said she was 
going to take it to Robinson & Fisher's. 
‘No, no, leave it here,” he said, “‘ we'll 
sell it for you. What reserve do you put 
on it?’ The old lady had a doctor's bill to 
pay, quite a bi bill, and if she could get 
thirty guineas—perhaps. Wertheimer 
bought the p: ‘ure at the sale for eleven 
thousand guineas after spirited bidding. 
Thus came Miss Linley into the world of 
the great collectors.

C. L. Elliott’s ‘“‘Mrs. Mary Anne Gould- 
ing” the Gem of the Portraits. 


It is the fiftieth anniversary of the 
Union League Club and the rooms are 
beautiful with flowers and vines and 
with a particularly interesting collection 
of pictures, gathered by Mr. Watrous 
and Mr. Coffin (owing to the illness of 
the Chairman of the Art Committee) in 
honor of the occasion.

The gem of the portraits, however, Is 
Charles L. Elliott’s ‘‘Mrs. Mary Anne 
Goulding.’’ If Raeburn had done it we 


should have praised it precisely as we 
praise it now. ‘That keen old face warm 
with good blood, that black mantilla with 


fine lace in the sleeves, that beruffled 
cap with silk strings, that steady old 
hand holding the ‘‘ specs,’’ what could 


be more eloquent of nourished and rip- 
ened character! It dominates the room. 
On the other side of the long rug that 
divides the gallery into two parts is a 
group of pictures by men who are still 
painting, most of them ‘ Diploma Pict- 
ures’’ lent by the National Academy of 
Design, to which they were presented 
when the artists qualified for member- 
ship as Academicians. Among them are 
works by Alexander, Benson, Henri, 
Weir, Tarbell, and others as well known. 
Mr. Tarbell’s portrait of Fis daughter is 
one of the great successes of his suc- 
cessful career. Sargent’s portrait of him- 
self is shown, but fails to thrill the 
mind, so little does it say of his great 
gifts. F. V. Du Mond has a jaunty girl 
mending nets that is simple and_ solid 
and like the Little Masters of the Dutch 


School. How very good our painters are 
when we see them in long perspective. 


All one needs is the veil of time to make 
us appreciate afresh their accomplish- 
ment. And, perhaps, in one or two in- 
stances, the best work was done first. 
That was true enough of the old masters, 
why not of the new?

BORDEN PICTURES ON VIEW. 


** Countess of Glencairn,” by Romney, 
One of the Notable Paintings. 


The Borden collection is now on view 
and will be sold on Feb. 13, 14, and 15, 
and after that the gems of the Talmage 
collection come in sight. 

At a season when 10,000 interests press 


upon the attention of each of us a critic! 


has little room for the infinite riches of 
the Borden collection. Even to-day, when 
great collections are dispersed and reas- 
sembled with the dexterity of legerde- 
main, this gathering of pictures, the qual- 
ity of which justifies their fame, makes a 
deep impression. 

Leaving a half dozen of the most signif- 
icant works for a later discussion, among 
them the very important ‘‘ Lucretia Stab- 
bing Herself,’’ by Rembrandt, we find an 
extraordinarily large number still remain- 
ing which must be taken as examples of 
pronounced importance. 

The eighteenth century group includes 
two portraits by Romney, one of the 
Countess of Glencairn, which was in the 
exhibition of Old Masters by Knoedler 
last year and was noticed at that time. 
It is a life-size full-length portrait of a 
beautiful young woman standing with her 
right arm resting on a high pedestal and 
the hand raised to her head. Her left 
hand holds back the folds of her drap- 


eries. Her hair is auburn and her gown 
white, with a dark blue sash. A scarf 


of soft purplish pink hangs over her right 
arm. It is painted in Romney’s classic 
mood, with less of insipidity than he is 
apt to mingle with his ample appreciation 
of feminine beauty. The other Romney is 
of the Willett children, a brother and two 
sisters, against a landscape background, 
with an evening sky. The color is warm 
and the characterization blithe. Mr. Juc- 
caci said ef it in his notes for Mr. Bor- 
den’s catalogue: ‘‘Its composition seems 
as spontaneous as its technique; both 
have the look of being born together by 
a happy chance.”’ 

Another painting well known to New 
York through its exhibition at Knoedler’s 
is the ‘‘ Kast Cowes Castle, the Seat of 
J. Nash, Esq.—The Regatta Bearing to 
Windward.” It is an example of Turner’s 
intense interest in everything pertaining 
to ships and shipping, and the painting 
of the sails and rigging is executed in his 
most gallant mood. The yachts are sail- 
ing through a broken sea, with a vast 
swell in the foreground. A guardship is 
moored at the foot of the clitf on which 
the castle stands, and the entire region 
is gay with small boats and floating 
flags and bright sunshine. A stiff. breeze 
is blowing, and the motion and brilliancy 
of the scene are vividly suggested. ; 

One of the fine examples of the nine- 
teenth century French school is Troyon’s 
‘ L'Approache de l’Orage,’’ a Summer sky 
filled with threatening clouds, darkening 


Over a gently rolling country. In the 
middle distance are cattle and their at- 


tendant peasants. ‘The landscape in this 
case monopolizes the interest of the pic- 
ture and the cattle play a secondary 
part. 

a very different type of landscape is 
seen in Hobbema’s ‘Castle Kostverlo- 
ren,” which was shown at the Hudson- 
Fulton exhibition in 1909. This great 
and cheerful master spared no pains to 
interest his public. Not a square inch of 
any picture painted by him but is filled 
with beautiful detail, carefully considered 
with reference to the whole composition, 
so that there is no sense of a dissipated 
impression. The charming walks, the 
busy people, the well-studied trees, the 
ample architecture, give a sense of physi- 


cal well-being and invite the observer 
toward an enjoyment of nature.’ The 


eloquent little portrait of Caspar. Sibelius, 
by Frans Uals, also was shown at the 
Hudson-Fulton exhibition. 

Of Van Dyke there is a ‘‘ Portrait of a 
Gentleman,” from the artist’s second Ant- 
werp period, about 1830, a three-quarter 
length figure of a man with a small, 
pointed beard and an effeminate type of 
face. He is in black, with a white ruff 
and a cloak thrown over his shoulders. 


The background is gray. <A late copy 
of this picture, still catalogued as the 


original, is in the Douai Museum. 

Of portraits of fair women there are a 
nuraber of special charm. In the eight- 
eenth century group, besides those already 
mentioned, are Gainsborough’s half-length 
portrait of Miss Horde, a marvel of ex- 
quisite daintiness and beauty of execu- 
tion, and here again execution and sub- 
ject seem one and inseparable. The play- 
ful, witty expression of the sitter, her air 
of elegance, her modish costume, with its 
deceptive look of simplicity, her keen in- 
telligence—one feels that Gainsborough’s 
brush skimmed the canvas in sheer gay- 
ety of mood confronted by this charming 
apparition. ‘ ’ 

“Miss Morris,’”’ by Sir Joshua, is a differ- 
ent problem, serious and truly simple, and 
with kindness radiant in her expression, 
this is one of the most ingratiating of 
Sir Joshua’s sitters, and he has paid her 
the compliment of employing a peculiarly 
straightforward sincerity of method in de- 
picting her. , 

“Miss Kent,” by Sir Thomas Lawrence, 
is in an entirely different vein, but it isa 
good Lawrence, handsome and clever, un- 
inspired and uninspiring. Then comes a 
later English portrait, the child holding a 
pet bird, by Sir John Millais, a late work, 
and- pretty and sentimental to the point 
of affectation, but wonderful in the shin- 
ing purity of its color, the absolutely un- 
dimmed freshness that we find in the 
masterpieces of those painters who once 
were pre-Raphaelites. ao 

The other schools and other paintings 
we must leave for later notice, as all call 
for more than cursory mention.

iStocks Lifeless—Much Interest 
in Union Pacific Plan—The 
Ban on Manipulation. 


Very little attention was given to the 
stock market itself yesterday. The inter- 
'est of the financial community rested for 
| the time being with other matters. With 
the formal announcement of the plan for 
the separation of the Southern Pacific 
from the Central Pacific, expected at the 
close of the day, it was natural that the 
Stock Exchange should await the final 
word in that situation before further at- 
tempting to reflect the influence .of this 
| particular factor. Nevertheless there 
was widespread discussion of the matter 
in the light of the information which the 
Street already had regarding the provisions 
of the plan upon which the Directors were 
formally acting yesterday. Not the least 
interesting comment which was heard re- 
garding this Union Pacific matter was 
|that the outcome of the negotiations 
| which have been under way for two 
‘months made it plain that the Attorney 
General had pursued a distinctively con- 
| structive policy:in dealing with the diffi- 
cult problems presented during the course 
of the effort to comply with the require- 
mentse of the recent decision of the 
Supreme Court. The view has been widely 
held that had the Union Pacific been per- 
mitted simply to distribute its holdings 
of the stock of the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany, leaving the latter in control still 
of the Central Pacific lines, the main ques- 

tion at issue would still have been left 

unsettled. As many look at the matter 
this would have left the Southern Pacific 
iin turn open to attack on its ownership 
of the Central Pacific, which logically is 
part of the Union Pacific, rather than ofthe 

Southern Pacific system. By firmly in- 

sisting upon the separation of the Central 
from the Southern, Mr, Wickersham had 

a very large part in making possible the 
plan which was presented for the approval 
of the Directors of the Union and South- 
ern Pacific Companies yesterday. To 
aave left the ownership of the Central 
Pacific in a position in which it would 
reasonably be open to attack by the Gov- 
ernment would have been piling up fresh 
annoyance for the futuré, and in some im- 
portant quarters of the financial district 
itself the view was being expressed yes- 
terday that Mr. Wickersham was to be 
congratulated upon having taken so active 
a part in putting the affairs of these three 
systems in a position in which the chance 
of any further action against them in 
respect to the relations heretofore existing 
among them has been done away with. 
Among the questions now to be considered 
in respect to these properties is the effect 
which their separation will have upon the 
earning power of each. Those who are 
best qualified to express a view on this 
subject are showing confidence in the 
future of both systems. Competition of 
the kind which was feared by the Union 
Pacific when it acquired the Southern 
Pacific, for the sake of obtaining control 
of the Central Pacific, is not regarded as 
possible under the law regulating the 
railroads as it stands to-day. With fear 
of such competition removed some of 
those closest to both propérties see ad- 
vantage in their being operated as entirely 
independent systems. 

Views differed widely yesterday re- 
garding the effect which ‘he rule adopted 
by the Governors of the Stock Exchange 
will have on the manipulation of the mar- 
ket for securities. This divergence of 
views is shown by the fact that there 
were some who were saying that there 
was little, if anything, new in the rule 
which the Stock Exchange has adopted 
and that so far as it was new it would 

be a dead-letter; while others unhesitat- 
ingly expressed the opinion that the rule 
which the Governors have added to the 
laws of the Exchange Will make manipula- 
tion impossible. Manipulation as it has 
been conducted in the past has involved 
a good déal of trading that was trading 
only in name, representing as it did no 
changé in ownérship. Stocks were given 
the appearance of activity without being 
really active and on some occasions at 
least prices have been made to fluctuate 
on transactions (buying and selling) 
originating chiefly if not wholly in a 
single quarter. The sentiment of the 
Stock Exchange seems to be in favor of 
j the enforcement of the spirit as well as 
the letter of the new law. So interpreted 
it may well prove to be difficult for even 
outsidrs to attempt to ‘engage in large 
scale manipulative campaigns. The strict 
enforcement, of this rule should make the 
market quotations from day to day more 
nearly a tecord of business actually done 
even though the volume of reported trans- 
actions bé thereby reduced. The rule 
must be regarded as an effort to restrict, 
and in-+so-far as it can accomplish that 
purpose, to do away with certain market 
pretenses which have been the stock in 
trade of manipulators of th stock mar- 
ket. There is, of course, a clear line of 
distinction between manipulation and 
speculation. The latter can be carried on 
without any resort to manipulative tactics 


and under the new rule, so far as it can 
be made effective, such speculation as 
makes use .of the facilities of the Stock 
| %xchange will have to be carried on with- 
out resort to manipulation.

Foundries’ Record. 


The American Steel Foundries Company, 
which will resume dividends on its single 
class of stock in March with the payment 
of one-half of 1 per cent., has displayed in 
its dividend record wide fluctuations in 
annual earning In the year following 
the company’s organization charges and 
5 per cent. dividends on $17,700,000 pre- 
ferred stock were met and a surplus of 
$805,000 remained over. The next year 
saw the former dividends paid on the 
perferred shares, but theve was a deficit 
of $367,000. No report of operations ap- 
peared for 1904-05, but it was officially 
stated that the company ran behind to 
the extent of $329,000 owing to extensive 
improvements. Good business was done 
in the next two years and, while no 
dividends were paid, the company re- 
ported a surplus for 1906 of $1,009,522 
and in 1907 $: 9,000 was credited to 
the surplus account. The panic brought a 
sharp falling off in profits in 1908 and 
the earning of only $58,445 net was ac- 
companied by a readjustment of capital 
which cut the former capitalization in 
half. A further recession to $19,846 net 
profits occurred in 1909 with an advance 
to $600,600 in 1910. The company re- 
ported for the seventeen months ended 
Dec. 31, 1911, a net loss of $259,000, after 
taking out $332,000 for the depreciation 
fund and paying a dividend of 114 per 
cent. on the stock. The statement of 
earnings in the past year has not yet 
been issued.

Quiet on the Floor, 


People who studied the seven new laws 
proposed for the better regulation of the 
New York Stock Exchange and watched 
yesterday's trading to see how the 
changes would work out were conscious 
of a disappointing session.

GOOD WORK FOR HORSES. 


President Belais Gives Humane So- 
city’s Record of a Year. 


The annual meeting of the Humane So- 
ciety of New York was held at the Wal- 
dorf-Astoria yesterday afternoon, and 
David Belais, who was re-elected Presf- 
dent of the society, told in some detail 
what the society had accomplished in the 
last twelve—months. 

‘Our Superintendent's report enumer- 
ates the prosecution of 3,664 cases,” said 
he, ‘‘ Of these cases, the Judges in Spe- 
cial Sessions discharged nine, the Magis- 
trates 132, and 15 are still pending, so that 
of the entire number of 3,664 cases we ob- 
tained convictions in 3,508 cases. In other 
words, we were justified in over 98 per 
cent. of the charges we made. 

‘But this, though it is the principal 
part, is only one part of our work. Another 
jpart of our activity deals with the ex- 
aminations and relief of horsés and the 
inspection of cases brought to our notice. 

“In the past vear our agents examined 
55,278 horses and relieved 9,814. They also 
investigated 622 cases and destroyed 27 
horses, dogs, and cats, which it was kind- 
ness to put out of existepce.”’
